And firſt,of Sawnel, hedies ; the time is geſſed at by men, 
but not exprefſed by God :.ſome knit this ſtorie with thar 
next before,becauſe of the word (<£d,) but that particle in 
theoriginall, is ſometimes ordinatiue, as well as copulatiue, 
and begins ſometimes anew ſtory, anew booke ſometimes, 
Paul is moſt exprefle for the time, At.rz, where ſumming 
vpthereigne of Saxl and Samuel, he makes the whole fortie 
yeeres, whereof not much aboue twoor three (if I miſtake 
not)falls to Sel, the other are Sawxels : ſo ancient a Ruler 
was this Worthie, yet now he dies.

The ſecond is taken from the matter wheredf all men are 
made; the Scripture compares man to a houſe, whoſe foun.

building,as Pax/(after 1ob) tels vs: this is the cftate of man,of 
all men ; ſome are more painted thenſome, bur all earthen 
veflcls ; ſome more cleare then ſome, but all glafles; all builr 
of carth, all borne of women,and therefore all ſhort of conti. 
nuance,as /ob inferres. 

 Thethird is taken fromthe proper cauſe of death, Sixne - 
ſinne is poyſonta the ſpirits, rottennes tothe bones where it 
comes ; and where doth.it not come? whocan ſay, his heart 
ts cleane? Nay, . who can waſh either heart or hand ? /oþr 
anſwers the queſtion negatively, No may can acquit himſelfe 
from ſinne (if growne) either guall ororiginall; and there.

Ohrhe miſcric of a poore creature, that is ſo pained that 
he cannotliue ; ſo vnprepared,thathe daresnot dic ' he goes 
to bed, but cannot ſleepe ; he taſtes his meate, but it will not 
downe; he fhifts hisroome, but not his paine ; death (ſaith 
the conſcience ) would end andamend all, wert rhou prepa-

themſelues in ſeeking this, in by-pathes, as the young Stu- 
dents Elijahs body, they muſt with them ſecke in Heauen, if 2.Kng.r.16. 
euer they will finde. All honour comes from aboue , and : 
there reſts, where the God of honour placesit : Ts that hee 
muſt bee wonne by a godly life, before that honour can bee 
obtained. Belcene it (Brethren) nothing mends the Name, 
but what mendes the Soule : Nebuchadnezzar may hane 
wealth, A chirophel wit, Herod ſpeech; Shebxa a Tombe, Ahab 
all, and yet bee baſe and contemptible. Doeg may fawne, . 
Diotrephes climbe, leF abel paint;eAb/alon plot, and yet leaue 
their name asa curſe: theſe, theſe things that grow out of the 
dunghull,or duſt, will ncuer but}d a nameofhonour,; becanfe 
they willnever worke any life of grace. The onely way to 
honour, is through vertue, in the Heathens iudgement ; a 
ſpecch as true as Truth ir ſelfe, ifwe vnderſtand it of the cx. 
erciſe, not of morall vertues, but of ſauing grace. A godly 
fruitfull life hath a fairer proſpc& towards honour, then all 
the aduantages inthe world befides, Be one as poore as Oze- x 
fimus, yet if Oneſimas, that is, profitable his name ont-lines 
him; beeone as preat as King ehoram, or lehoiachim, if he 
zdle ont his life, hee liues vndeficed, hee dies vnilamented. '1Ih . 
the ſecond of the (hronicles, chap.24. wee haue twonotable ..chrax.24. 
inftarces in one Chapter,to this purpoſe; the menare 7oafh 
and fehoiadab, the difference much betwixt them ; the one 
wasa King, the other zſ\ubie& :inlife this odds;the one was 
truly profitable:and godly ,- the other contrary : in death 
thereforethus they are differenced; fehoiadah waxed old,the 
other was rotten, before ripe; next,choiadah diced naturally,

In a ſecond place, let this afford a double comfort to fruit. 
full members, and fairhfull Chriſtians: Firſt, for themſclues, 
let them know that the world will change ere-long;the wic- 
ked, who haue now theapplauſe, muſt downe ; the godly, 
whoas yet are vnder ſhame, ſhallſhine. The wicked (as one 
ſpeakes) are like hawkes, of greateſiceme whileſt lining, bur 
after nothing worth: the godly (on the other ſide}are comipa- 
rcd totamer fowles, whichare huſht forth, and little heeded 
whileſt luing ; but afcer death are brought into the Parlor : 
Semblably gin the dayes of life, impicrie hath the hand : after 
death, the BiGerience is as much betweene Saxl and Samuet, 
7oaſh and /choiadab, as betwixt the Faulcon & Capon, Hawke 
and Hen. Yeeld ther { beloucd) ro-the worlds ſonnes ; let 
them hauc the place, give them leaue to ſpeake; rhe time will 
come when honour ſhall know ts home, and innocence 
have:its Crowne: all the wiles-in the world ſhall 'not keepe 
the wicked from contempr  norall the wits in-hell the golly 


from honour. Samuels name mgy bee ouer-caſt and clouded 


far 2time, but inthe endhis Ighe will ſhew it ſelfe, Whiteſt

thrice {cuen yeeres after the Funcral he 1s not forgotten. Thus 
arethe men whom the great King loues, hononred: if any of 
outs haue performed ſuch alife,that he hath attained to ſuch 
adeath, there is no place for repining. IfGod lay eLarons 

ſonnes,he muſt be filent : Ifhe honours ours, ſhall wee mure 
mur ? What, ſhall Berhue/ part with a daughter z Leban with 
a ſiſter,for an 1/acks ſake ? Shall Barzs#ai inhis age part with 
his ſtaffe, his ſonne, when he is to liuc in Da«ids Court ? Shall 
men and women beare with paticnce the abſence of dearcft 
friends, when it is for their outward preferment ? and when 
Chriſt would marry a child, preferre a friend, aduance our 
acquaintance,ſhould we ftand. off? No : ifthis- be the worſt 
that death can doeto the godly,to ftrip him ofhis ragges,and 
clothe him with robes; to free him fromall contemprs, and 
poſſeſſe him of greateſt honours; to redeeme him. from all 
ſhame.and to crowne him with glory inthe hearts, mouthes, 
con(ciences of men,in the face of Heauenand earth:lets neuer 
frowne vpon. friends departure, bur rather fee (if poſsible) 

the meſſenger of this good ridings, & blefſerhe Lord for our 

aduancements in theirs. Indecd(beloued) we weepe- too faſt, 

when teares denie ſight of mercies : / in the death of Samnel 
there is gaine to him.as wel as lofſe to vs; both ſhould: bee re- 

-membred. 1 know many preſent ſenſible. of theone; I ſhall 

be wrongfulltoconceale the other. Truthir is,thereis fallery 
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ſent hand? or dyed helike a foole > Was hevnſenſible of his 
eſtate? Were his hands, his mouth, his heart tied? Was his 
end without honour ? No, brethren, he dyed in a fulland ripe 
age, when the Lord had made the moſt of his life ; he dyed in 
peace, he died with hopes of lifc in his heart, with words of | 
grace in hislips,and hisSunne didſct in the higheſt poinr, in Y: ee heh; 
greateſt brightneſſ : time, place, manner,company,men, An- #5 lumen 
els, God, and all conſpired together, to doe him all honour 8" TO 
in hi> death.

Children thou mailt lofc, and wife; and pg= 
rents,and friends; death can ſn cepe away theſe ; but thy God 
thou canſtneuer loſe, ifonce atleague with him ; come what 
will come,he wil beeuer for thee,cuer with theezif in priſon, 
he will be there ; if in exilegthere; if in the ſeas, there; where

live in peace, and dye in hope, and rife with joy, and rcigne 
in glory. 
Thus Iſrael and we haue brought two Samuels (theirsand 
- ours) to their lodging; both faithtull in their places, honoura., 
ble intheir deaths; both ſo neere in agreement, that in the 
ſtorie of the one, you may reade thelife of the other. My 
Text heere ends it (elfe, and proceeds no lower into a part1. 
cular commendation of Samuel; and therefore, if I follow my 
Text, rather then the times, it willnot be offenſiue. Indeed, 
Samnel is like to ſuch fruit as is ripe, and good when it is ga- 
thered, yet better if irlye a while : let him haue atime of mel. 
lowing, now he is gathered; and his owne worth and our 
want . will ſethim farre beyond all verball praiſes. In the
